Let us hope that these specimans of candi- 
datial ingenuousness., perspicacity.and tact, may 
not bo lost on political aspirants in Now South 
Wales. We commend them to Ilia etudy of the 
candidates of the hour, and the solicitous por- 
tion of the electors. 

But this matter of deciding -upon candidates 
is rBally a weighty business for the constituencies. 
If they will select gentlemen to represent thorn in 
tlie Legislature who . confessedly are ignorant 
of the rudiments of political knowledge, without 
even attempting to Bjn.il their favourites down to 
tho expression of an intelligible opinion, they 
ought not afterwarc'B to complain .of Par- 
liamentary sluggishness or incompetency. IX 
(hey are satisfied with a " straight-spoken kind 
o' creator," who tells them a great deal about 
acting conscientiously and doing his duty, but 
fails to plate before them a single opinion, or to 
give them a single pledge, oven on 
questions that admit of no hesitation 
one, < side or other, they should not 
"grout" any longer when they "cit their 
rattle." He told them beforehand that he 
wouldn't be led by the nose. What ground 
h ave they for fau It- find big ? 

Is there not a candidate at this moment before 
a borough constituency who tolls them in one 
and tlie same breath that ho is " rather a no rice 
ilk politics," and that his " political opinions 
upon subjects connected with the general wel- 
fare of the colony are weUTtnt .-m ?' Marvel- 
lous must he the faith of a borough that con 
cop'tlde its liberties to such a political 
pliilqsqnltor,, .who, the first time ie 
opens - bis mouth, makes these two 
rather inconsistent announcements of the state 
of his own information and the "knowledge con- 1 
cerning him possessed by the public. How any- 
body can well know the "political opinions" 
of a gentleman who is himself a " novice in 
politics " wo laavo to the" penetration , of the 
Morpeth electors. How Mr. Cohen will find 
out opinions for himself in the Legislative As- 
sembly— where we make no doubt a majority of 
the votes will send him — is a curious problem 
to be solved in the future. 

It must be assumed that tlie 3Q0 gentlemen 
— the very dibs of the borough — who 
invited Mr. Cohen to present himself for 
their suffrages had good and sufficient reasons 
for ; their choice. They are lavish of their 
eulogy beforehand. It Mr. Cohen tad been a 
Peel or a .Pelmerston, or even Mr, John 
Bobertson himself, 'he could hardly nave re- 
ceived, a more grateful acknowledgment of his 
admirable qualities. It is a pity those who 
wrote the requisition, and who knew Mr. Cohen 
so nvueli better than he knew himself, were not 
entrusted with writing the reply. We should 
iheii liave seen their flf&u tifeaf of a representa- 
tive — not Mr. Cohen as he appears in bis own 
written "lellei, but Mr, Cohen as he lives in 
Morpeth imaginations. Such an exposition of 
the reasons for their choice could not have, foiled 
to be instructive. 

We do not wish to disparage Mr, Cohen, 
who may prove an efficient representative of 
Morpeth for anything that we know to the con- 
trary* ' But his requisition and address tk(&e in 
nppDrlunely to illustrate - the manner and 
matter of our elections ; and. wa 
jneari no offence when wc say tlieir 
publication irresistibly sent us back to the 
Biyhvi. fcipert. Mr. Cohen may mike a worthy 
member : but certainly, if we are to judge from 
what, appears on the face of the proceedings, eo 
far, i^wiH be all a matter of chance. 

What we say is, that the coasdtUDtloics, like 
young couple* who rashly marry, must put up 
with tho bad they make for themselves.

- The electors of any particu- 
lar district owe it to tho community at large 
not only to choose, tlie best men they can find, 
but to sift the opinions <>f the candidate 
thoroughly before their choice is flsed^ Ha 
should not be allowed to escape in a mist of 
vague genendities. , .

firstly, a moral cioalliMS In", its , spirit and gcaiu., 
which atliacts and osfjSlvotas ; socoudly, a certain 
craaacur or evil power, which can ouly be liraitod 
by physical laws, and which appals tlie mind as tho 
essence of blooaslilio, oiseord, audflbuso. Thus, the 
sublime movement nhich brought about tho political 
regenumtion ot French soeietv.-is pre -eminent for tho 
qualifies peculiar to such social, convulsions— ferocity 
and weakneis, 'Lofty genius it everywhere revealed, 
but always accompanied by concomitant abnaea. 
talentond coumgc co'oporato toivonii a guni end ; 
crime, however, becomes tlmir inwitarsls Instromenr, 
till we ate eompelleitoooknowledne that the tnaicotio 
cdhlca. now knoim as the French Empire. Is built 
upon a fnundaLlon of clay and mini, kneaded we- 
Ihcr with 1 h e tears and bloc d of millions . 

It is doubtless in consequence of this diversity of 
creative elsracnts, thai writcra of sit nations still 
continue to direct tbeir researches to this important 
period, iicn editing tbe actors, on thit troublEd ro- 
vqlutionniy stone, with tlie attribius of hersism cr 
crime, aEniuA or weakness, aeeoTcliiLg to their own 
political opinions nad views of the Question. The 
more prominent factj haw long bem established ; 
nor is the help of the historian accessary to ascer- 
tain them— they are. (ufiicicntly manifested in the 
laws, institutional and governmental mcehaoisiii of 
mcnir m France. But that which ia less known, and 
which merits a' doner study, is the character and liis- 
Ury of the notabilities of the Ilevolution. Icmavbo 
objected, however, that this study is unnecessary : 
that these men have long tJeparteil from amonp; ua ; 
that wc can accent tho ejects oftheh-aeta without 
niaking; additional ressarcltcs into their causes : and 
ttint it is no longer of intpcrt to the world, nhctber 
they were more truthful or mora filse, braver or 
baser, bettor or koiso, than sot down, by the general 
opinion of pesterity. 

This may be true ; still it, must he admitted lint 
tho rob of life played by tlie actors ot thia grand' 
revolutionary drama, who, from their genius, posi- 
tions, or functions were enabled to paralyse, eicitc, 
direct, or divert public opinion, cannot he devoid of 
interest or utility. Example is ever powerful, and 
me™ particularly so when it emanates from those 
arrived at.auddea irresponsible power, nnd ate. period, 
moreover, when the destinies of a nation aroin. a state 
of convulsive transition. To (iUcover, therefore, 
through a keen analysis of the characters of the ravn- 
liitlonsry louden, how far their examples innuenced 
the people of their day, is a worthy and fitting task. 
More essentially we (shall have deserved well of 
society, if, by a careful study of the leiKfiheift uifrincr 
or^ suck polftfcal celLbrltica as history and public 
opinion nave calumniated, we arrive at the moans of 
exonerating aid preventing them to uis world as goad 
.nid wortljy eitiBcna. 

Ii too often occurs that unmerited reputations are 
usurped by the transitory heroes of a national revo- 
lution; too. often, also, has it happened that at such 
troubled 'epochs the unenlightened and prejudiced 
masses have crushed under foot, and confounded 

With tlie ophepiejtal ruhbilll cf tlie time, named 
'wnfcJi, for warth nnd Genius, should have descended 
to Immortality, History, when brought face to face 
with such injustice, has but one duty to 
perform, unn,oly, la throw lieht t and yet more light, 
on the acta and facts on which such opinion* have 
been founded. Ttit pen of the historian should (n-vs 
either as the chisel with which to carve out, from 
tho marble past, tho effigy of tho unappreciated 
hero, or aa the hammer wherewith to shatter ruth- 
lessly the fetish idola winch have too long been cii- 
ahrieed for popular admiration. History haa, 
moiMver, a further duty to perform, that of keeping 
public attention directed to the memory of men 
who dciive tlicii only eclcbrity lVom their crimes ; 



it will servo as a chastisement and atso as a warning 
to oil who might ho tempted to follow fn their track 
of criminality. Tho names alone of thoae groat poll, 
tical crimintds should evokt public hot*, nnd tho 
finger of at om, ever pointed at their evil 0i 
thou Id bring the conscious blnah to such 'aa 
ftel a secroi Inclination to Imitate their deeds.

In Shis second vol o mo M. OrnnJer do Uaasacnac 
givej us the best account hitherto pnbli.bgd. ofthe 
massacres. With tliis object, he his otade the most 
niinuto researches among thnold archives of the police 
and other documents ; and by this means, reconstruct- 
ing the sanguinary history of Sertteinber, 1132, ha 
biitipe the horrible spectacle of that carnival of blood 
us It were, actually and vividly before tlie ayes of hia 
read era. 

When there monsters made their falsi visits (o tho 
Parisian prisons, same oncof tbcimumber was elected 
judge for tho nonce, and aimed with a list of the con. 
dcinncd, llie unsuspecting dtutms wera cno by can 
summoned before tlusm. Each prisoner appeared 
scpnnilcly, and, oftet a few words of preliminary ia- 
terrogatton, waa hurried from tho room, outside which 
ho or she wna immediately sot upon by ten or twenty 
men armed with axes, macee, pikes, and awords. It 
w>9 not an execution or eren an assassination, beta 
slaughter, hcustt carnage, after which, tho floor was 
scattered with rags and fragments of smoking lleah ■ 
end when the carpscs had been aufFtciently dollied 
with blood and mire, other fiends Tnndo their ap- 
pearance, who despoiled these poor remains of their 
clothCB and valuables. The money found on tho 
bodies waa employed to pay the alnughtorcta i tbe 
clolhea were dispoaed of for the benefit of the aulhori- 
Iks. 

Cruel by calculation, the Setptenibrigt miscreants 
added additional gusto to their enjoyments by in. 
suiting and tauntinc] their victima, who were na- 
turally stupefied and intimidated in tha presence 
of such judges their resolution was also shaken 
by tht scenes end sounds by which they were sur- 
rounded : some of the accuicd would be screaming 
formerey on their knees, their pleading accents 
drowned amid the hurrahs of lbs brutal spectators 
rejoicing: ot the sight of their suacruigs and emotion. 
Sfony of the accused bsrlled their tormentors by 
holding n. stem and haughty silence. Upwards of 
one hundred priests were strangled at once at the 
coavent of the. Carmelites, and a number of aged 
men were Heen ta hless the fcrcctous haudfi that 
stiiick them. A number of iota of sail devotion are 
mentioned as havhig taken place at the Abbaye, such 
-as that of Mdllc. do sombruoule, who drank a glass of 
human blood to save the life of her father; andMullo, 
de Casotto, who wound her arms so tightly around 
her parent thnt the assassins could not do their office , 
The butchfry over for tho day, the bodies were caned 
off promiscuously, and the people trampled about ei- 
uliingly ftreuith the blood, over which smd and 
straw hod heen hastily thrown. 

It was not only the prisons in which suspected 
royalists were incarcerated that were thus Tiiitcd. but 
mssalero also look placo in the ordinary prisons ; 
women detained far various causes, women link or 
bedndden, cfllsrieBi, robbers, and even children, tdl 
were eitposcd to pitiless, general, unmeaning .carnage. 
Wuh regard to the chiidriffl, an eye-witness relates 
that thay dung to life with greater tenacity than the 
The poor innocents, it seems, in maayoucs 
to the laat with tlieir ess sains, and

often slaahed into fiocmeols with axes, Populai 
madnese was at its height, aad outrages of the most 
fearful kind wore committed publicly upon the 
corpses. 

Let us pause, however. These liittoiical remi- 
niscences are too disgusting;, too shocking to dwell 
upon further, and . it is painful to reflect tual such 
deeds rarddhata been perpetrated in Christ ion E or op o 
at the close of the eighteenth century, and in France, 
tha self-styled fatherland of civilisation. Tlio work 
before US Will ailliiedly remain ut a standing monu- 
BKSnt Of tlie weakness und cruelty of peer humanity. 
So title of evidence is wanting, .wa have every proof, 
from the testimony of wilncssos ta the receipts given 
by the slaughtermen to the authorities, who paid them 
a few bcBgntdly pence for sliaddutaj rivers of human 
blood-. M, Grainer de CASsagnac has spared no piuis 
in hia extensive researches ; he gives us the,fBc-sinailc 
of a letter; from Alaillard, tho atroeioui etuf of this 
buid of alayera and the receipts of aereral of hia men ; 
be boa arranged and coriootcd the lists of victims— in 
short, all' that could bs expected front an author ot 
acknowledged zeal, . intelligence-, and talent will be 
found In these voluraea. 

We cannot but cefngratulato -M. de. Caesagnac upon 
this work, which is of the utnioat importance aa aa 
»u i korlty for reference. No library should ho with- 
out if, aa it completes all thai has .been hitherto said 
oh tha subject of that memorable period. 

It is . not for historical truths alone, that wo 
arc I indebted to the work of M. de Caasngnae ; 
hie 'Volumes are. replete with moral and pohcical 
instruction . . What a tcaaon do they not convey to 
thoso visionaries who, tiulkved by an idea, tltrow 
tbt rooehea rcckleesly uncus; the unthinking masses, 
leading them 'on to disoideTS, bloodshed, and ruin 
by the impalpable allurements of chimerical felicity 
and an-utoptah future I IVhat a lessen, nlao, for re- 
volutionary thcoriaiB, who would overlhrow the

1 hia inerefse of revenue from old sources fs most 
satisfactory, but the increase of eineime which it indi- 
cates u) moat diaticnrtciilne and cflijcaive. It Is salia- 
foctory not because it gives the Qovcnrment no much 
more to expend, but because it testifies to the con- 
tinue d progress and prosperity nf the nation. At this 
wc rejoice, at thia every patriot will rejoice, for power 
Increases with prosperity, end enables the nation, by 
ueing it well, to ensure perfect security ; hut ws do 
not njmtc at it, and no patriot should rejoice nt it 
because ibu pecuniary resources et the Government 
ar* increased, for they arc taken from tho resources of 
the people, and ate notoriously wasted, while If left 
with tlie people, tliey would be carefully nnd 'wisely 
used. It is customary, indeed, and cstiectniiy amongst 
functionaries, to attribute tlie prosperity ofthe nation 
10 the action or the Government, and For the Govern- 
ment to eloiui, therefore, and take the lion's share of 
our increasing, wealth, Ectweea IWiZ and I80O-11D 
as we pointed out on the 25th of February lost, by 
air, tiladstone's otiii Hgures, the wealth of the 
country increased ut the rate of thirty per cent., while 
tha optional expenditure of tlie Government, that ii, 
expenditure exclusive of the debt, in tlm aimo 
interval, increUKCd seventy per cent., or mare than 
twice as fast as the national. wealth.

Our (roe 
trade lias promoted thctr prosperity; the trade between 
tho two countries, since 1S51, has increased llfty-Svo 
per cent. Tarta haa bofn wonderfully Improved ef 
late years i ratlwajs, wftliin the last twenty, havo 
contributed to the prosperity of Prance, hut nobody 
dtcems of m\-me liiat this progress was due to tho 

exertions of tlie shabby goveramcnt ot Louis 1^ 

the eonvulsioaary Bovernmcnts of 1318, or ■' 
potiam of I.ouis Napoleon. So tho United States 
nave mode great progress ever since America was 
peopled from Europe | but no person, 
we believe, thinks that lho Government which thoy 
discorded— and prospered all the more for discarding 
it— or the Gevernment which was established in its 
place, and has now become notorious as a 5 soiree of 
corruption, wasto, and dissension, is the cause of thia 
prosperity. It la Ugh tlrae, therefore, unless wo aro 
resolved to be for ever duped es well as plundered, 
that we should look a littla closely iato the ' 
uffieiala to h...theli«'. < kare of thenationa 
becaase, as they assert, its growth is due to 
fostering care.

Hie entire cointnune of Qhocl la divided tote 
four scttlo™, onj u phjsLcla.. is appointed for each, 
tvlid has ehar £ e of (lie ireatment, medical and general 
Of the lunatics in his section, making ftciiucnt reports 
to tha medical inspector or head.phyBlcInn of the 
commune, whose powet over the insane and tlio fami- 
lies >hicli receive them Is almost absolute, This 
medical inspector mat enter nt any lime of day or 
nicht. and without nettcc, eny duelling in the com- 
mune where the insane are kept, crtumiue their rooms, 
bedding, snd fotid, and inquire Into the attendance 
tlicyitieire; hear comptalma on either aide, remove 
pntifiits, deprive Ihe lioasekeeper of his lieenis cr re. 
ijniie him to furnish better accommodations, Tho 
poorer, ihe more infirm, imbecile, or helpless a patient 
u, the stronger the claim he baa upon tho metllcol 
inspector, bueh powers oan only be safely delegated 
to men of great prudence, judgment, and humanity \ 
end in this respect tlie llclgian Qeveriuneiit have 
liecu einguloriy keppy in their choice. Dr. Ilulkins, 
the preaent inspector, nnd hia v predecessor, Dr. 
Tarigot; 111c both admirably adapted to so 
dtlieato an ofiiec, and' both have IllleS it with e-rent 
success, It was my good fortune, at tiia time 
of my visit, to have letters to Br, Sulkies, and 
to lecuro his aervieea as my clmneronc, in vislthig 
Ihil intostini; community; and I can testify most 
heartily to his tact, patience, humanity, and Im- 
partiality in the discharge of his official duties. The 
sections! pTjyBiciana at the time of my visit were, 
lire, , Yen vetr-en, llrcechmnna, ~Do Sseker. and 
Vtrbist. Surgieul diaeosos are not fruiiueat, and Dr. 
Girolt otTiciaicd n ettrgaon for the witolc coaunutte. 
llicie were at this • time seven hundred and seventy- 
four insane persons, in the c^mtaune, or about aoveu 
and three-fourths per cent, of tho entire population, 
The yspportiMo, jj tr Dulkins informed mc, bad nt Que 
timo been fully ten percent., butainse the cioiition of 
insane hospitals on unproved plans in the larffer citieo 
thu violent, daugerum, auiriaal, oiitt 
the most part sent to thoae 
cases, eaneeijilly if incurable, 
were forwarded to Qheel. This had operated 
to diminish their numbers about twenty per 
cent. These seven hundred and "seventy- 
four patients ere distributed in nearly 
five hundred different dwellings, not nuito oac- 
half being in the eilv of Ghee], Ale tho 'remainder 
ni c scattered through lho commune. Except In verv 
rare cases, no family is allowed to board more thin 
four lunatics, and very many only i.clcEvo one or two. 
Tile regulatimiB in rejard to the food, clotkiflK, fumi- 
ture, und room of tlie patients, nra vory strict The 
uiraoat cleanlinesn is enforced. In summer, Dr. 
Ilulkins said, tho lunatic residents -were not allowed 
to leave their domicil before silt in the niaminc, or 
remain away from it later than eight p.m . In winter 
the hour* wWo from Ciffht a.m., to four pjn. Tfo 
one is allowed to furnish them -with any apiritouB 
liouorsj nor can the keeper of n cnhsret aupply 
retVeahlheule, except 10 ^ulct tranquil patients, 
whose numes are recorded in his book. Tho house- 
holders licensed to receive lunatic boarders, are 
divided into two classes, the " hosts," or those 
allowed lo lake patients nayineat. least five dollars 
per annum more than the indigent paiieuta ; and 
" naurriciere," or foster-fstliers, who take euro of 
the] pauper and indigent lunatiee, receiving about 
foriy.shr. «r forty, seven dollars per annum, for 
their food, clothing, and nttentioiv Living is'pro- 
veriiially cheap in Belgium, especially atnunif the 
lahburing classes, but -it is difficult 'to underatiiid 
bow it is possible to support an adult on this sum. 
It is true that aoine ot the lunatics arc both nble and 
willing, to work, snd thus bring In considernble sums, 
in aid of the families who take charge of them • hut 
this is an item which cannot be reck onerl -upon be.

then I think he lias gone too far. There Are some 
boroughs in the north of England whose claims to 
lepreseutatlon are not to be denied. It is not com- 
patible with our system to enfranohise boroughs in 
the north of England without, at all events, attempt- 
ing to do so in the south, in compliance with the 
principles ef distributing the representation over tha 
country, TEicte are one nr two communities called 
counties, whoae representation was ridiculously' in- 
ndeQuiiie, becatue they poatcie large interests and 
contrary natures, aa in tho West Hiding of Yorkshire, 
where there in an agricultural interest in a district of 
seventy miles united with large interests of a wholly 
different character to be found in the various manu- 
facturing towns in that district. It is perfectly 
de cnaibia that where interests ore not represented, or 
are insufficiently represented, that thoy should be 
called into further representation - t but the noblo Lord 
bus passed that now, I object to tho system of the 
noble lord on two grounds. lu the first' place, 1 think 
he has acted upon n complete fallacy in establishing 
what 1 may venture to call ennmlative baembcr4, 
and conferring upon plriccs af leady repr^tmted sddie 
lions! representatives. (Hear, henVi) £ went to 
know when the principle was ever acted on before, 
you do not act upon that principle in - the electoral 
body, If a man has iLOIl^oti i-ycar he has only one 
vote— nnd upon good grounds. Wo know that a rata 
with a lrirgc fortune, although, lie only has one vote, 
just as the humblest dweller- in A sllO-house has, yet 
he possesses an indirect inflncnee upon the community 
generally which sufficiently proteciu his property ,ul:l 
esse rte his influence. Why should you give to the 
manufacturer of birmingham that whieh you will not 
give to the wealthiest trtdtYidant ? (Hear, hear,) 
ilernbers of Parliament are sent here to represent 
opinions of places, end not the power of populations, 
(Hear, hoar.) t Does any one suppose that if the in- 
terests of Manchester were assailed the two respect* 
able members tor the city would be tha only defenders 
of those interests } Not at all. We know there ore 
eeoies of momfterj, and not confined to one side of ths 
House, who would support the interests of Burotlng- 
hnm, or Manchester, or London. (Hesr,aear.) I disap- 
prove this plan upon const itutionul grounds, bee ause It 
wnuld change the character ef this House, and because 
if representation is ta he meted out according to 
population or property, you wiU soon have very few 
places represented, and: this Hones will finally become 
the representatives ot large manufacturing and com- 
mercial towns and large counties only. (Hear, hear.) 
I admit that by the Reform Dai of 1632 u third mem- 
ber was added to some counties. I believe when 
the cirouDostances under which that was done are 
known, it -niu not be admitted as a precedent. Ai all 
evemscItisBbadprecedsnt. IntneiUfbrmfiillof 
1B3S it was necessary to increase the number of county 
msmberB, and some counties far exceeded the number 
of voters which authorised the return of two members, 
and yet which did note-cite reach the number which 
permitted a division. Under those circumstances tho 
plan of giving a third member to 'thost counties was 
adopted. Some of those, counties hive already 
reached tho amount of population which wouldautlio- 
tise division scearding ta the rule laid down inlSSS 
This plan of accumulative mcuibe re is objectionnblo, as 
being unconstitutional ; but then .there is another 
grsund upon whieh it is equally objectionable. 
Although it ll tho happy practice under our constitu- 
tion that slmoat every class Interest and institution Is 
represented, and although tho happy practice of our 
constitution is thit in thnt asnea even minorities may 
be represented, jot there can bo, I think, no doubt 
thai where 1 constituent body is formed a majority 
ought 10 decide. Such hi ths. custom sf tho country

to effect. Now, 1 may bs nllowcd to assiiro thnnoble 
lord that I am not against tho extension of tho fran- 
chise. On the contrary, I am of opinion that, if you 
deal with thia subject at ajl, the franchise may be ex. 
tended in a manner which would be likely noon the 
whcleiopravebaiehciiltoiheeouHtry. I believe, more- 
over, bd far as I can form antsiimatefrom documents in 
my poraesaian, that under the bill of 1953 tho franchise 
would have been mote widely extended lliunitwiU 
unrJer the operation of the dicosutc which wis are now 
disciUBing, (Hear, boar.) I tvm not, therefore, I re- 
peat, opposed to on extension .of the 
franchise i I am not against the - re ■ 
distribution — if seats nre to bo >e- 
diitributed— in accordance with the constitutional 
principle which would give a representative to those 
interests which mu not at present adequately roora- 
Btnted in the House ef Commons. I am willing" to 
enter into the consideration of the oueistioD whether 
the constituencies in boroughs and counties might 
noc be increased in a manner which would tend to 
strengthen the cotiBtltution ttatlt, and I think the 
mesne and materiala are in existence by which the 
commercial, the manufacturing, and the working 
classes of the country residirutj in towns might be 
accorded increased power in this respect, and thus 
acquire that due weight and influence which is so 
important to the proper working ef our constitutional 
system, while tho landed interest should at the same 
time bo fairly mi ndeiiuateiy represantad. There- 
fore, so far us the principle of thiol Bill is concerned, 1 
11m not prepared tsi say that I should vote for its re- 
jection on the second reading. [Ministerial cheers), 
Idthough I am atrougly Df opinion, that that principle 
has in thia instance been most unskilfully applied, 
(Hear.) We shall, however, have sn opportunity of 
considering the Bill in eemmiftoo \ and what eour.e 
doea^t then become us to take } We must, of coarse, 
duly weigh th? responsibility that attached to 
those who meddle with a question of thia 
great interest, end therefore I do not feel culled upon 
now to intimate what may he done by me after Enstor, 
when the Bill goes into committee ; indeed, I am not 
quite sure that I shall then propose anything: myself 
with respect to it, (Ainugh.)

The operation of the Bill may be, 
indeed, to deprive Ihia House of avast number oi, 
gentlemcD^ who now cniorn it and give 
to it weight and respectability, and whose loss 
although they do not sit on these benches, ' 1 
should regard as a greet national calamity, 
(Hear, hear.) That, I say, may be thn operation of 
the hill, nnti I, for one, should be very sorry that that 
should turn out to be the case, for I hive no desire to 
see tho great influence antL authority of the Whig 
pnily in the Stnta curtailed or destroyed— (Ironical 
chetrsj— for I think it has hitherto afforded one of tho 
best scoutities for our public liberty and fot the good 
government of the country .that, when a change in the 
disposition of political power happened to take place, 
the administration of her affairs was committed to the 
bands of a party which, upon whatever side of the 
House its mcinbera might sit, was prepared to exer- 
cise tho authority with which it was Denuded upon 
English and not upon American principles, (Loud 
cheerB.)

It Is tha 
privilege of most men who possess considerable 
abilities to be active in matters of detail, but the 
power of prediction is granted but to few; For my 
own pBTt, 1 think it baa upon the whole been better 
for England that the public opinion Df hot people has 
been in advance of net public men, nnd thit it ia 
better ber Government should blunder -for Qovorn- 
tnonts, like individuals, do occasionally blunder^ 
by adhering ta on old established system, thiol by 
inventing a new system which has never been tried. 



I admit that with reference to thia quea- 
of Parliamentary refqrm English alxtesasn liavo 
wc^n much to blame. There is no doabt that from 
the: period when the Duke of Wellington was at the 
bend of affairs, and for two or tlitae years previously, 
* amines ware given to our loading: public men, 
which_ were unhappily disregarded, and opportunities 
have in consequence been lost which, if ihej had 
been turned lo account, might have been, productive 
of areot udvantiuje to mankind.

The reports we Irat. from month to month of 
.He probable assembling' of a CongroaB show 
that the _ treat}- of Vienna ha. lost its efficacy, 
and that it is requisite to establish a new public 
law. At present every great State dec. that 
which w right m its own oyee. bociusc other 
jpowors are indiaposod to resist by military foree. 
Tins stfcle of thmfts cannot be permanent. 

Among the r _g„n nations it wns enstomarj- 
Io confirm their treaties with the most awfui 
ceremonies, ond to invohe imprioationa upon 
the beads of those who- should d.ire to violate 
t bom. The terrors of the higher tribunal were 
Urns supposed to supply the place of a. common 
force among the contracting parties, and to secure 
the obseiranco of their covenants. The partie, 
to Ilia treaty of Vienna cannot, however, very well 
complain of the violation. They have alt broken 
through its contracts, or given their sanction (o 
their -vioklion by others. Every State, there- 
fore, by thcee acts more or less saimlioned the 
nolion that (he treaty ii a mere starling 'puint 
for change rather than b, barrier to annexation 
or escSsion. Every one muat admit that the 
state of the world is essentially changed. 
The treaty of Vienna wai signed and sealed 
after a conflict which left deep traces of re- 
fentrneht and fear, and which dictated in some 
instances measures lmving no better foundation 
than revenge.

Earosonad by foreign troops. A monarch, not 
her choice, was sustained upon the throne by 
foreign support, and was the Kino rather of 
a faction than of the people. A solemn engage- 
ment had been made that BoSataeiie anl hia 
race should be excluded from the soil of Frnnoe 
for ever! It was supposed that the world would 
repose, and that every nation lvould bo at leisure 
to devote its sl_n B th to ils internal improve- 
ment. 

It was shortly alter, that the Holy Alliance— 

which breathed a spirit of Christian charity 

presented itself to Europe ; but it was in reality 
a conspiracy of monarehs to prevent the risinjr 
of tbetr people and the extension of freedom. 

Many of our readers are old enough to recall 
these events— to recollect the suffering hth. 
cruelty which fallowed the fall of Nap oleon 
during the vnin effort of tha restored dynasties 
to throw back the poyrular mind to a condition 
which hail for aver passed away. Uonoe the 
era of conquests was followed by the era of 
revolutions. A new dynasty arose in Spain and 
another in Trance. Poland struggled for the 
recovery of its national life, anil the last sparks 
were trodden out by flic iron heel of Russia. 
England, by peaceful methods, not however 
without frequent peril of rsvohitionary action, 
seemed (ho modifications of our Government 
demanded by the spirit of tbo times. The battle 
of freedom in Europe, though often in unworthy 
bands— often compromised by fanaticism 
and anarchy, nevcrfhelaas led to 
the lightening of the burdens of the 
people, to the diffusion of education 
ond the general improvement of the principles 
of.intetnationnl hnv. The public conscience 
was instructed, the . tribunal of opinion was 
authoritatively established, ond kings and em- 
pires found themselves under the shadow of 
an influence which neither their bayonets nor 
their laws couldreach. Meantime what became 
of the treaty of Vienna ? 

SI. Anotft's lote pamphlet, by some deemed 
a pilot balloon, and by 0-licri ft mere exhibition 
of rureworks, present- the sort of reconstrticeioh 
which many minds have, in various indepen- 
dent forms, already anticipated. One thing 
is dear, that the treaty of Vienna — the last to 
which Europe united its assent— has al- 
ready Veeome utterly obsolete and inapplicable. 
That treaty was formed for the purpose of esta- 
blishing a balance of power. Hence, so many 
millions were taken from one Government and 
given to another. This, was rounded off by a 
slice from its neighbour, and that, brought into 
geographies! harmony by an exchange. The 
feelings and willies a£ the people were little 
l-tor tM* ^ c[1Tlaulte d. Th( . W^.eontoiing parti™ laid 

it down as a rule that the poputubans were to 
be severed and agglomerated, in order to pre- 
serve n balance, and (o enable the whole 
rtiEtcJiinciy of Europe to act In harmony toge. 
ther. 

-But wbat changes have tranapiredt since 
this' epoch? France first conquered Algeria, 
and . tliua in the vicinity of Europe 
established a military camp. By her en- 
icciufagemeiit and aid the" Belgians threw 
off line yoke of Holland, and formed n 
new monarchy, dependant for its existence 
upon ths continuance of peaca between Ike 
German jutions and France. In the late war 
Lombardy was taken from Austria and given lo 
Sardinia. Bavoy was surrendered by" Sardinia 
to France- The Legations, assigned t_ the 
Fort at the conclusion of the great war, when 
some sacrifices were required, now swell the 
domains of ViciOit EmjiakUei.. The monarchy 
of Naples' acems likely to pase, if not iolo [lie 
same hands, at least .under .!:.. intlns_ce of 
France. .Russia hts crushed the free cities 
that were acknowledged by tho treaty of Yionna , 
and absorbed Poland under Dnc regimen of 
de-potism. 

Jin gland has meanwhile realised many changes 
in her relative position, The enormous in- 
crease of her Indian Empire ; tha establishment 
of great Austral i an colonies, grouring up into 
nations ; the consolidation of her African pos- 
sessions; the erection of the West India Islands 
intofree colonies ;— all these must bo considered 
augmentations of her national strength, hecauss 
they aie augmentation's of her rcaomees. Thus 
while tho rest of the world has been changing 
its i position' in violation of the public taw of 
Vienna, England has altered her -ircumstancas 
without that violation, and is thus abreast of the 
great movement of nations. . 

Many writers have disputed the possibility of 
any balance of power being preserved in inter- 
national relations any more than in individual 
States. . It is their doctrine that the weight must 
preponderate on the one side or on the other. 
These views .are, however, narrow and crude. 
They , arise from a tendency to treat human 
beings as so much mere matter, and to apply to 
their government the mere .laws of mechanics. . 
History shows In .numerous cases where the 
weWkei powers, by their combination, have 
finally exhausted and destroyed the. stronger. 
This has been repeatedly the caee In ref eiefcs 
to Fratfce.. Tke wars of William the Fihst 
i.'iJ Q (jits Avne were for a long time sub- 
tained by unequal strength, but the resolution of 
Europe 'to release itself front' the pressure of the 
French .monarchy was finally ' successful, and. 
the '-<jT_ut King" was compelled to nubntit 
to terms of. restriction and to accept a peace, 
ft was a similar resistance and combination 
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Is die matter of speed, ilte Gueenslandors are 
certainly taking Die sbinc out of the other 
colonics in dealing with the Land Cliicstlon, 
and it seems probable that they will settle in 
one session, and without even a change of 
Ministry, [hut which in the older colonies has 
been an inceBsant topic of agitation, and a fertile 
source of Cabinet difficulties, ir they succeed, 
they will certainly Imve somctldn^ to boast of, 
ond some substantial reason to congratulate 
themselves on separation. The onlyground for 
apprehension is l(st their hasty legislation should 
bo imperfect ; but the danger of this is reduced 
by the fact that (be question has been so long 
and so thoroughly discussed thai no now 
light remains to be thrown upon it. All 
thai remains lo be done, is to come to a definite 
and practical conclusion, and give to that con- 
clusion legislative effect. And provided proper 
caution is observed, it is impossible to be too 
prompt in tho settlement of the question. For 
its remiuning unsettled is the very worst thing 
that could happoil for the commerce of tho 
colony. Uncertainty on. this point will check 
the springs of industiv at their source, and 
hinder the (low of capital. The sooner the 
system of tenure can be determined the better, 
for capitalists can then mate their calculations, 
and will know what to be up to. Queensland, 
too, will have all the adi«ntnj;e of being 
able to take the start, and to offer 
better terms to squatters than New South 
Wales, In this colony there is not only 
at present no settlement of the question, but no 
.very definite prospect of any. Legislation moves 
with us at a snail's puce, nor ere the advances 
in the Mure likely to be much quicker than in 
(he past. Meanwhile Ibeindefiniteness that con- 
sequently pervades all pursuits is ruinous to 
the interest of nil classes. Investment is 
checked, permanent improvements are dis- 
couraged, labour is unemployed, and trade be- 
comes dull. The prompt adjustment of this 
long-vexed question would act like magic in 
the restoration of prosperity to trade. Security 
of possession, and an immunity from indefinite 
and oppressive taxation, would impart a 
fresh life to the pastor's! industry of tho colony. 
But the chances of such an improvement are 
not very hright. 

In Queensland they are better off, and have 
rnore prospect of going a-hcad. This is owing, 
dijubttesa, to the foct that there is less conflict 
of interest than with us. Tho pastotal interest 
is supreme, and we do not hoar of there being a 
land league lo which the Ministers do obeisance. 
Feaia have been expressed that the squatters 
are too strong, and that the legislation will be, 
therefore, anti-progressive in its character. We 
see mo signs of this in tho bills hitherto pro- 
duced. Ths Governmnnt has kept the balance 
pretty fair between the present and the accruing 
interests connected with the land, and they will 
do wisely to resist any pressure that may bo put 
upon them to depart torn the juttt miliiu. It 
would be better to lose a year, or even to 
lose their places, that to bind down the colony 
to any system wliich wdl only provoke a recall. 
Nor would it bo wise in the squatters them- 
selves, even if they are all-powerful st tbepre- 
sent moment, to take advantage of that circum- 
stance, and endeavour lo obtain more tlian is 
just. They are sure to suffer for it if they do. 

South Wales arSaes from the extravagance of 
claims put forth in past limes. The reaction of 
popular opinion his put oil pastoral occupation 
under a sweeping condemnation, attached a 
moral odium to every one connected with it,and 
created a social hatred which threatens to 
be unappeasable. There . is no real 
and necessary antagonism between the 
preliminary occupation of land in pastoral 
leaseholds, and the gradual absorption 
of . the land by freeholders. The one pre-- 
parca tho way for the other, and draws it after 
it. The pastoral is a perpetually retreating^— 
the agricultural a. perpetually advancing, 
interest. The fatter is always pressing on .Lhe 
former to displace it. At the line of contact, 
and during the epoch of transition, there may 
be occasionally some little inconvenient re- 
striction on both sides." The best tilting lawn 
will not woik without a little creaking here and 
there- Now and then it may be that a squatter 
will, have to move off a little before it Is conve- 
nient, or a farmer may have to wait a little 
longer than he likes. But by a vary, 
moderate amount of management,, these 
collision B may be -reduced to a minimurft. 
There is no need to dispossess fifty squatters 
because one man wants a farm, nor to keep 
fifty farms waiting because one squatter does 
not like to budge. 

The Queensland Executive is wisely trying 
to ebeck the run-hunting system by' enforcing 
occupation. This system may have' done a 
Ettle good by stimulating private exploration in 
advsnca of the limits oi occupation, but it __ 
done evil by luiidering occupation itself. It has 
been said, indeed, that speculation' in rights bf 
run is no more injurious to the community, and 
has all the conveniences of speculation many 
other marketable commodity. But this is 
hot correct. There is a geographical pecu- 
liarity in the case of land wliich makes it differ- 
ent from, other articles that may be monopolised, 
The blockade of a large territory bom occupa- 
tion except on the payment of a sort of black 
ir.ail , hinder . the occupation. of the land bsyorut, 
and causes a needless dispersion of the settlors. 
The AliesBinont Act has not slopped this 
system, for even since the separation tenders 
havt continued to be sent in. It appears that 
there are no fewer than 'sixteen hundred 
lenders . unreported' an. in vh„ district of Leich- 
liardt,; Maranoa, and Ifort Curtis. They repre- 
sent pasturage for 6,_0t_,Tj_ _ sheep, and at ; £t0 
a block; a revenue of £011,000 a year. Tenders 
already, accepted, eannot of course be ' repu-

epring, . but the, precise period varies lit different 
species, arid ia modified by cireli„istanccs,as the mild' 
nees or rigor of the eeesofi. Murine: Auguat, Geptem- 
her, and October our suultaor biioa arrive, pair, in- 
cubate, and depart In Match and April, mostly in the 
lattar month , nor would thia eeem to occur exactly in 
the order ni their aueeeBsivo arrival, for the- gallina- 
ceous birds, such as thn quail and rail, which aro 
among ihe latest which visit us, are early in their de- 
parture. These remarks apply also to the varieties of 
lark which are migratory, . Our winter birds,. on the 
contrary, appear about April, and leave in spriog ; 
but thia class wc do not think arc strictly migratory, 
aa they would seem, rather to retire to the woods 
during tho summer to breed, und only so farchange 
. illefr habits ne to leave the sylvan retreats during tho 
winter to Book for food in such places as are exposed, 
hy being cultivated. Tbia aeppaailion ia atrengthaiiad 
- by their nearly ail being insectivorous. They 
thus "come under observation only, or principally, 
■ during the winter montha, while the euperh warbler 
I we find with her neat suspended iu thickets during 
the genial periods of tho year : the wagtail is also 
teen with her brood full- grown in January. There ia 
a pecaaliarity about the habits of the warbler which 
deeervca noiiee. In the mountain ranges, hear 
Berrimo, the. hen makee her BTiuenrance in April, but 
jt not followed-hy the male till August, shortly after 
which time belli disappear; This curious discrepancy 
between the habits of tho two aenea occure in several 
species of bitds, among others the .chaffinch in 
Sweden, the female only being migratory. ' In the 
case of the warblers, how far has tho colour of the, 
plumage lo do with thia " The male, being partially 
black, may not this tint, while it absorbs more heat, 
also radiate more than the tender frame of the bled 
could witlulattd in Llvfit inclement region, ivhile the 
fomolo'a colour— blown- absorbing less, would 
radiate Kith less facility. Tllese remarks, however, 
are only ajpeeulative. In the warmer localities of 
the K-iurejODg, the warblers ate found in unbroken 
family parties during the winter moat lie.

Out aunarnor migrator* birds ale, however, a far 
tnotc ItitereBting claes. Their order of appearance ia 
as follows .—August, lontherhoad, or old friar bird, 
ie. [ September', cuckoo, swallow, rnjoil, leatherlisnd, 
£c. | October, woodlajk, skylark, &C. ; November, 
Tail and gill-hbd, SW. These hiid», we be. 
lieve, arrive eariltv, and only breed this month, but 
cannot speak definitely. As previously atated, .they 
depart about April, Where to ; To the solving of this 
Inttirrogatory we espeeially invite the attention of 
those of our readers who nmy reside near fiio ooast or 
to the northward, aa it is probable 'that the birds do 
not leave the continent of Australia,, but seek in its 
higher laiitudee a climate suitable for them. Next 
Month the birds will begin to return to us, and we 
would, therefore, adviBe tha observer to pay attention 
tawhat is passing around him, "and when found, 
make a stole of'it," , L .

sen, but are of greater altitude, varying from two to 
four thousand feet ahovn the eon, while the altitude of 
I'emburst ia only about leOu feet, and even the higher 
petti of tile' range, ■vfe hate been informed, do not 
much exceed 1500 feet, A great variation in the 
temperature is the result ; and wintet ia . less 
winterly in its appearance and effects litre than there. 
No snow stoima break down our ever etceri, or hro'wn, 
sa some will have it, forest branches, and, melting, 
flood our rivers with muddy discoloured waters, nor 
can wo atup here on the lay surface of the ponds, 

A thermometer suspended in avetanilah at Berrlma 
shaded from the morning sun, we have eeen three 
degrees below' freeiintj point at eleven o'clock a.m., 
while in summer 30 and even 100 degrees ia fen quant;

degrees and ui'iwirda. That animated nature should 
he stmiiiljr affected is to he looked for, and that these 
should mark tho sossona without our nondiruj to mkl 
the cold or heat in a climato subject to such striking 
variatiens in the annual curve of the temperature, is 
obvious.
